"The Life of a Citizen" was Ihe spe- 


cial 
topic of 
an address ou "The 


Twentieth Century City" !iy Professor 
Charles II. Jlucblin at Colonial hall 
yesterday afternoon, Uesldes being an 
orator, Mr. Zucblin gives many sug- 
gestions that are valuable. In his ud- 
uress yesterday afternoon he said In 
part: 


"Anyone who does iiot spontaneously 


enter into citizenship, not only nt elec- 
tion time but constantly, Is not a good 
citizen. 


"We cannot stale citizenship iu any 


thing less than life, If svg do not stato 
it in life, it is a hollow mockery. 


"The common life is the avenue to 


all good. All cxelusivcnes!! carries wit 
It the penalty 
of 
death—physical o 


spiritual. Through the common life w 
attain (he highest human satlsfactioi 


"We are concerned about the coi 


rupllon of our cities. 
It seems to n 


rampant. 
It is because we have nc. 


adjusted ourselves lo a larger life. Th 
hlslorlans tell va, letter by letter, ' 
similar corruption ill preceding ccntu 
ries. 
h is no new phenomenon; ft I 


only on a big scale. II is quite possi 
ble lhat we are laying tho foundation 
for a larger morality. 


"Contrast the life of the family, fo 


Instance. In the city and on the farm 
the multiplication of divorce 
in 
th 


city; the industrial pressure. This all 
concerns ua; it is all In the hew life. 
It is partly the woman, reaching out 
after the same privilege lhat the men 
enjoy. 
The life of the farm is very 


closely knit, The husband \3 at home, 
sometimes a great deal more than he 
is needed in the economy of the house- 
hold. In the city he Is 
often away. 


The liberty granted to him today is a 
very serious thing; but it Is beginning 
to be obscured by the liberty granted 
to the woman. That is not necessarily 
unwholesome. They, of 
course, 
may 


bring home from their excursions con- 
tributions to the family good. 
But in 


Ihe mcanlime the new life is demoral- 
izing. 


"The fact Is. the difficulty with the 


cities is not that they are bad, but 
that they are big. 


"The educational 
facilities ot the 


city are not summed up in the school, 
or the newspaper, or the public libra- 
ry, or the church, Kverything in the 
city Is educational. You mourn over 
the five-cent theatre, but it is amusing 
and it is a great deal better than the 
street. When our schools have learned 
lo use moving pictures, we may elim- 
inate the five-cent' theatres. 


"Again: In the city there is enlight- 


ened 
- philanthropy. - Sometimes 
we 


blaze the way to democracy, with phil- 
anthrophy. If we are going to have 
philanthropy, as we always must have, 
let us have It enlightened. 


"The bigger you make your ideal, 


the better your chance of success, in a 
big city. Once you get the momentum, 
there is nothing that "will stop it. 


"If you would do your city a "great 


service, see to it that tiiere Is IIP ox 
euse for a man begging—that he can 
always- have a chance 
to 
prove 
his 


willingness to work. 


"We take care of our orphans and 


our imbeciles, and our criminals are 
taken care of much better than a great 
many of our poor people in the slums. 
This shows that our social conscience, 
which Is getting very sensitive, Is not 
yet extremely (nlelligent. 


"There is nn more serious and Im- 


moral fallacy in the minds of clean 
people than that the great unwashed 
are unwilling to be clean. In addition 
to public baths, which are compulsory 
in large cities in New York, we must 
think also of the public laundries. You 
'<now what washdny means 
in 
your 


own home, but do you know what It 
means for tlie family that lives in two 
rooms, or in one room? 
Why should 


we be .so hesitant? Because we imag- 
ine that we are going to interfere with 
the. 
private laundries' 
Do you know 


any poor people who are patronizing 
private laundries? 
Why can we not 


think about these things? No Ameri- 
can community is civilized lhat does 
not have all-the-year baths for all the 
people that want them, every day in 
the year. The next 
thing we 
shall 


think that public laundries are aa nec- 
essary. 


"Whenever we open 
an 
institution 


for the use of the whole pcoule we es- 
tablish the possibility of a federation 
such as we have never known before. 


"The day is not far distant when we 


may come to that conception that Wil- 
liam Morris put in the mouth of his 
hero, John Ball: 
'Fellowship ! is 
life, 


and lack of fellowship is death. Fel- 
lowship is heaven, and lack of fellow- 
ship is hell; and 
the deeds lhat you 


do on the earth, it is for fellowship's 
sake that you do them.'"

cover.

The nomination of George H. Brown as candidate for mayor 


t!0«bted!y a serious matter, for the reason that he has 
no 
qualific; 


either by education, training or experience to fit him for the duties 
position. In order to attract attention, and under the plea of a lack of fun 
he adopted the open air or what is known as the "eandlot" style of cam- 
•paign and adopted, too, a few slogans to catch the public car. 


Up in New Hampshire it has been the custom for years for candidates 


who have no platform of principles to attack the Boston and Maine rail- 
road, and'in'Lowell it is found to I)e a winning policy for certain candi- 
dates to lambaste the alleged liquor monopoly and n few large corporations. 


Hence Brown comes out to assail alleged monopolies, particularizing the 


brewery and charging that if elected the people of Lowell will'not be con- 
fined to one kind of beer on draught. 


To be honest with Mr. Brown, we do not suppose that he has 
any 


.special brand of beer to introduce, nlthough it would be very easy for a 
man opposed to the local brewery to form an alliance with out of town 
breweries for the purpose of introducing other lands of beer to Lowell. 


But we have looked into this statement and find that Mr. Brown's 


charge as to but one kind of beer on draught in Lowell is wrong. There are 
at least twelve kinds of beer and as many kinds of ale on draught in 
Lowell and we do not need any others. In fact if anything we have too

He boarded the launch to return to the 
city about ten o'clock and when the 
boat was out on the hay he complained 
of feeling cold to Engineer Murphy 
:he only other occupant of the launch 
Murphy advised Biggy to go to tho 
cabin at the stern of the boat. Mur- 
L>hy then went forward to attend to 
his engine and did not see the chief 
again. 
He came on the deck as the 


boat ncarcd the city and noticed that 
the chief had disappeared. He .searched 
the boat but failed 
to 
locate him. 


Murphy made all speed to the dock 
where he reported the 
accident and 


went out into the bay again to search 
for the missing officer. Numerous boats 
were hurried to the scene and a careful 
search of the bay was begun.
